FIRST DAY. 

New Orleans, January 21, 1880. 
The twelfth session of the Louisiana Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church began in Wesley Chapel, New Or- 
leans this morning, at nine o'clock. Bishop Wm. L. Harris, D. D., 
L. L. D., in the chair. 

The Bishop read the eightf-fourth Psalm, and the fifteenth 
chapter of John, after which the 798th hymn was read and Sang. 
Bev Scott Chinn and Rev. R. S. Rust, D. D , led in prayer. 

The Secretary of the last Conference called the roll and the fol- 
lowing members of Conference answered to their names:

The Bishop gave an account of the last illness and the death of 
Bishop Haven and the Oommittee on Memoirs was instructed tQ 
arrange for a Memorial service commemorative of the dead Bis- 
hop's life and labors. At the same services it was diiected that 
Memoirs should be given of Peter Brown, and of the wives of 
Brother's Williams, Chinn ami Matlock, who had died during the 
past year. 

The time of meeting was fixed at 9 A, M., and time of adjourn- 
ment at 1 P. M. 
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The bar of the Conference was fixed to include the rbw of seats 
next in front of third row of posts. 

Bev. Dr. S. Hunt, of the Methodist Book Concern was intro- 
duced and addressed the Conference. 

A communication from the Book Agents concerning the Epis- 
copal Fund was read, stating that the whole amount necessary to 
support the Bishops for 1880 was $59,418. This amount had been 
apportioned to the various Conferences and the Louisiana 
Conference is asked to raise $72. On motion the Presiding - 
Elders were instructed to apportion that sum to the various His 
tricts and charges. 

A communication was read from Book Agents setting forth that 
the expenses of the next General Conference, and of Fraternal 
Delegates sent from the Methodist Episcopal Church to correspond- 
ing bodies, would be $35,000, and that the last General Confer- 
ence 9 ordered that any Annual Conference which failed to raise 
the amount>pportioned to it, would forfeit all claim on that fund 
toward paying the traveling expenses of their delegates to the 
next General Conference. The apportionment to the Louisiana 
Conference is $100, and on motion, the Presiding Elders were 
instructed to apportion this amount to the districts and charges, 
and the Preachers were instructed to pay their apportionment to 
their Presiding Elders at the first quarterly meeting. 

Eevs. Elder Day and Peterson of the Baptist Church, Bev. TTr- 
bankeof the Southern German Conference and Bev. J. T. Crowder 
of the M. E. Church, South, were introduced. 

On motion, the election of delegates to the next General Confer- 
ence was made the order of the day at 10 o'clock to-morrow. 

Henry A. Lewin was re-admitted on his certificate of location. 
- The fourth question was taken up : 
"Who are admitted into full connection f " 

The Bishop called the class, and Wm. Smith, A. E. P. Albert, A. 
Primus, Z. T. Gayden, J. W. Hudson, John Quails, all of whom 
were in deacons 7 orders, appeared before the Altar and were 
examined on the disciplinary questions. Afterward each reported 
his collections had passed their examinations. Their characters 
passed and they were admitted into full connection except J. W, 
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Hudson, who had not been before the Committee to be examined in 
his studies. John Sims Avas absent from Conference and was con- 
tinued on trial. 

A. E. P. Albert was added to the Committee on Temperance.

Question 4th was resumed, and J. W. Hudson having passed 
his examination on studies, was admitted into full connection.

At ten o'clock the Conference took up the order of the day, viz:

Marcus Dale received 45, Samuel Dav- 
age received 45, G. B. Bristor received 25, and H. Green received 
25. Marcus Dale and Samuel Davage having received a majority 
of all the votes cast, were declared elected Beserve Delegates.

Teche District 
reported his work and his character was passed. The following 
reported their collections and their characters were passed:

A. Hilton, W. Carr. James Hay ward was reported disabled by 
serious illness, and his relation was changed from effective to 
superanuatecl. 

Samuel Davage, Presiding Elder of the Shreveport District, 
reported his work, and his character was passed.

Dr. Hunt addressed the conference briefly. 

The Treasurer was directed to pay all benevolent monies to the 
Secretary to be forwarded by him to New York. 

Conference adjourned to meet at half-past 7, P. M., to hear 
report of Committee on Memoirs. 

Benediction by Dr. Matthews. 

Evening Session. 

Conference met at half-past 7 o'clock. Bishop Harris in the 
chair. 

J. Matlock conducted the opening religious exercises. 

The Bishop states that the Conference had met to hear the re- 
port of the Committee on Memoirs, and to hold memorial services 
in commemoration of the lives and labors of Bishop Haven, Peter 
!Brown and the wives of Brothers Williams, Matlock and 
Chinu, who had died during the year. J. C. Hartzell on behalf of 
the Committee on Memoirs gave biographical 'sketches of each 
one, (see reports). The report was adopted. 

The Bishop gave an account of the last illness and triumphant 
death of Bishop Haven. Bev. B. S. Bust, D. D. of Cincinnati, 
delivered an eloquent address on the life and labors of the departed 
Bishop. 

Adjourned, with the benediction by the Bishop. 



THIBD DAY. 

New Orleans, January 23, 1880. 
Conference convened at 9 A. M. Bishop Harris in the chair. 
The opening religious exercises were conducted by J. W. Hilton. 
Minutes of first and second day's proceedings were read and 
approved. 
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W. D. Godman introduced the following preamble and resolu- 
tions which were adopted : 

Whereas, The Louisiana Annual Conference, composed of 
brethern, both white and colored, has hitherto been animated m all 
her counsels, deliberations and enterprises, by the spirit of fraternal

Whereas, We aim to preserve always this holy, Christian fra- 
ternity, and to be loyal first to Christ and secondly to the Great 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which is a glorious brotherhood m 
the spirit, and 

Whereas, Our example is necessarily powerful among the peo- 
ple whom we serve as pastors, therefore 

Resolved, That we shall deprecate and deplore the introduction 
among us, in connection with our elections or with any business of 
the Conference, of caucusses, and of any of the arts that are 
known as the peculiar property of partisan politicians. 

Resolved, That we do hereby enter upon our journal a solemn 
protest against such things and our decided condemnation ot 
them. . 

The committee appointed to investigate the charges against -bro. 
Cortes Thompson and report as to what action is u ceded upon the 
part of this Conference, having heard the statements of all known 
to have information upon the subject, beg leave to report : 

I. That the charges against Bro. Thompson are of such a nature 
as to demand a thorough investigation. 

II. Because of the necessary absence of all needed witnesses, 
and of other causes, we respectfully recommend the passage by 
this Conference of Bro. Thompson's character subject to the result 
of a preliminary examination into these charges by his presiding 
Elder. Signed,

Resolved, That we extend to Sister Hayward our warmest sym- 
pathies in her great grief. 

Resolved, That H. Green, J. Gould and E. Williams be 
appointed a Committee to bear to Sister Hayward our sympathies 
and prayers, and that they are hereby directed to represent the 
Conferences in aiding Sister Hayward in making such arrange- 
ments as are possible for his comfort.

The relation of Presley Yarborough was changed from effective 
to superanuated. 

Eev. Dr. Alexander, President of Straight University, was in- 
troduced.

As Brother Lewin located with a view of facilitating his trans- 
fer to the Kansas Conference, the following preamble and resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted :

Stephen Priestley offered a resolution endorsing the policy of 
the Southwestern Christian Advocate on the Kegro Exodus, and 
asking the next General Conference to continue the present editor 
in charge of this paper. The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Periodicals. 

i The Committees on Tracts, Auditing Presiding Elders 7 Accounts, 
Bible Cause, Church Extension, Sunday Schools, were presented 
and adopted. The Secretary was directed to substitute for the 
first paragraph in the report on Church Extension, a statement of 
donations and loans received in Louisiana during the past year, 
and such general statements of the doings of the Parent Board 
as may be of practical value to our Preachers. 

After the report on Sunday Schools was adopted, the Pre- 
siding Elders were instructed to bring before the quarterly 
Conferences the judgment of this Conference, that Local Preachers 
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and Exhorters ought, a3 far as practical labor in the Sunday 
School, and if any refuse to labor in the Sunday School, where 
they can, that their licenses ought not to be renewed. 

Prof. I. K Failor, A M., President of the New Orleans University, 
was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

The Bishop called Emperor Williams to the chair. 

The Committee on Periodicals and Book Concern reported, and 
after an address by the Editor of the Southwestern the report was 
adopted. 

The Committee on Orphans' Home reported, and after some 
remarks by Dr. W. D. Godman, the report was adopted. 

The Committee on Temperance reported, and after remarks by 
A. E. P. Albert the report was adopted. 

The Statistical Secretary reported the Benevolent collections, 
showing an increase of $218 20 over last year. 

The Bishop resumed the Chair. 

The following resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Resolved, That this Conference returns its hearty thanks to 
the Presiding Elder, Pastor and officers of Wesley Chapel for 
the use of their church and for the good manner in which they 
have entertained us. \ 

Resolved, That we heartily thank our people throughout the 
city for their generous hospitality in providing homes and board 
for the preachers and lay delegates during the session of Con^ 
ference. 

Resolved, That we hereby express our high appreciation of 
the administration of Bishop Harris. We feel that his coining 
among us was of the Lord, and that he has endeared himself to 
this Conference by his wise counsels, his instructive sermons and 
by his kindly yet dignified bearing among us socially. As he 
departs for Mexico from this city, we will follow him with our 
prayers, that he may be kept and prospered on his journey and 
return again to his home. 

The Committee on Missions reported and the distribution of 
Missionary money was approved. 

The Cenference Stewarts reported and the report was adopted. 

THE PREACHER'S AID SOCIETY. 

The business of the Conference was suspended to attend 
to the business of the Preacher's Aid Society. 
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The following officers were elected : President, Henry Green, 
Yice-President, J. M. Yance ; Treasurer, John B. Meyers 5 Sec- 
retary, Stephen Priestley.

On motion it was decided that the affairs of the Society should 
be left in the hands of the officers and managers during the 
ensuing years, that they were to collect all dues and outstanding 
claims and, apply the receipts equally among the superanuated 
preachers, and make a full report of their doings to .the next 
annual meeting. 

Conference business was resumed. 

On motion, the Presiding Elders were requested to advance $20 
each for the publication of minutes and blanks, and they were 
directed to collect that amount pro rata from the preachers. 

Eev. Mr. Green of the A. M. E. Church was introduced, also 
Hon. T. B. Stamps and Dr. A. M. Newman. 

A collection of $13 60 was taken for the benefit of Eev. F. 
Reeves.

In view to the accomplishment of these ends, 
your committee asks, in the name of the 1,000,000 wrecks, who 
are brought to the level of brutes ; of the 60,000 poor creatures, 
who yearly fill drunkard's graves, on their way to the drunkard s 
hell: of the 2,000,000 children left worse than orphans 5 of the 
200,000 convicts that are yearly sent to jail 5 of the 450 suicides 
caused by this malignant spirit; of the 700 murders that horn ty 
the year: of the millions of homes ruined and all the homes 
threathened by this destroyer ; in the name of "earth desolated 
and heaven forfeited" by this crime, and in the name of Almighty 
God, whose eye is upon us, and at whose judgment bar we must 
shortly stand, that the following resolutions be adopted:

Your committee appointed to report on the condition and pros- 
pects of the Orphans' Home, beg leave to present the following: 

1. The condition of the property —The violent and destructive 
storm that swept over the valley of the Teche on the first day of 
September last, made its mark of havoc on the property of the 
Home. The Home itself was almost reduced to ruins. The 
upper story, excepting about one-third, was thrown down by the 
wind. The roof of about one-third, with its supporting walls, is 
all that remains of the upper part. The lower story, with the 
-floors above and below, remains in a pretty good condition. The 
mass of debris on the second floor will soon damage seriously 
that floor, if not removed. The materials thrown down may, in 
good part, if carefully secured, be useful in rebuilding. The 
school building, freight house, and barn were demolished. The 
sugar house also was destroyed, the machinery being left exposed. 
The new church, carefully constructed as it was by Rev. J. Mat- 
lock, remains unharmed. Some private dwellings on the place 
were overthrown and crops ^ T ere seriously damaged. Our people 
have, however, cheerfully and courageously rebuilt fences and 
dwellings, and to a good degree repaired their losses. Madame 
Roberts has bravely maintained her ground, rebuilt her demol- 
ished store building and some of the minor buildings of the place. 
The little brick building on the parish road, so long occupied as a 
store, remains uninjured. 

2. The ivorh accomplished by JDr. and Mrs. Goodman in the North — 
They have traveled continually for more than two years, with some 
of our colored youth, holding concerts and applying the proceeds 
of their labors to the payment of debts of the Home. Before 
starting North they had done much financially for the Home with 
their own means. They have also paid toward the reconstruc- 
tion of the sugar mill considerable sums of money. These items 
of finance put together would aggregate not less than $1000. 

They have paid since going on their agency to the North as 
follows:

This question of adjustment is now occupying 
the attent on and deliberations of the Orphans' Home Board, and 
they expect, in co-operation with the Freedinen's Aid Society, to 
reach a result that will gladden'all our hearts and secure a bright 
future to the Orphans' Home. 

We offer for your adoption the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That as a Conference we are .profoundly thankful to 
God that the way now seems char to save this valuable property 
to the church, and thus insure the building up of an institution 
which shall care for and educate orphan children without distinc- 
tion as to sex or race. 

Resolved, That the Louisiana Conference hereby express as its 
high appreciation of the work done by Dr. and Mrs. Godman 
during the past years, in their agency for the Orphans Home, and 
for their unselfish devotion to this work. The amount raised by 
them, considering the times in which they have labored, is large, 
and is such as to secure the ultimate safety of the Home. 

Resolved, That through Dr. and Mrs. Godman we appeal to the 
public for generous and speedy contributions to enable us to re- 
build the Home. 

Resolved, That we request Bishop Harris to re-appoint Dr. God- 
man to the Agency of the Orphans Home. 



EDUCATION. 

No phase of our work demands more attentention than that of 
education. This is true from the fact, that education is the only 
force that can successfully overcome prejudice, destroy narrow- 
mindedness and give our people enlaiged powers of observation 
and thought. We recognize the fact that dining the last ten years 
we have made decided progress in the direction of culture ; but we 
feel that there is still a demand lor, and need of greater advance- 
ment. 

It is a source of pleasure to your committee to report that the 
work of education in our confeience has been pushed forward to 
tlie extent of trotf limited nate&ns and fotHitos of opmition. The 
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New Orleans University, supported by the Freedmen's A id Society, 
lias onjoyed, drring the present academic year, peace and prosper- 
ity. Last September Prof. I. K Failor, a graduate of the Ohio 
Weslyan University, was appointed to the presidency. Prof. 
Failor is a fine disciplinarian, an able teacher, and in every respect 
qualified for the position he occupies. 

We are very much in need of a new building as the present one 
is too small, sadly in need of repairs, and in every way poorly 
suited for school purposes. And we trust the (lay is not far dis- 
tant, when upon the same location, or some better one, we shall 
have a new and more commodious building. We would respect- 
fully call the attention of the authorities of the Freedmen's Aid 
Society, and of the church to our need^, and trust they will not 
overlook our educational interests in their supervision of the woik. 

At the opening of the present scholastic year the standaid f »r 
admission was raised; and there are now enrolled eighty-six 
advanced students, a larger number than has been in attendance 
at any previous time. The present senior class numbers four. 
They are fine students, and like the former graduates will be an. 
honor to the institution. Instruction is now r given in the Classical, 
Scientific and Theological Departments ; and we trust steps will 
soon be taken to reopen the Medical Department. 

The Theological Department, under the supervision of Eev. A. 
A. Johnson is doing good work in preparing } oung men for the 
active work of the ministry. We would call the attention of the 
Conference to the necessiiy of educating young men for the min- 
istry, and of raising funds to assist worthy young men in com- 
pleting their course of study. 

There are young men within the bounds of our conference, 
looking toward the ministry, and desiring an education, but can- 
not go forward for the want of means. Will not the stronger 
churches take hold of this matter, and help these young men to 
an education that they may be prepared for future usefulness! 

We. recommend for adoption the fallowing resolutions: 

.Resolved, That we will continue our efforts, and pledge our- 
selves to push to our people on the subject of education as the 
discipline requires, and at such time take a collection for the edu- 
cational society. of our Church. 

Resolved, That we most hearthilv approve the action cf Dr. E. 
S. Eust, corresponding secretary of the Freedmen's Aid Society, 
and the Board of Trustees in the appointment of Prof. I.N. Tai- 
lor, Preside nt ; Eev. A. A. Johnson, Professor of Theology; Mrs. 
A. A. Johnson and Miss Sarah M. Merritt as teachers iu the New 
Orleans University. 

Resolved, That they shall have our sympathy and hearty co-

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Committee on Church Extension takes pleasure in report- 
ing that the Board of Church Extension with its headquarters in 
Philadelphia has had daring the past year an income of $151 - 
689, 71, being an increase over the proceeding year of $41 175 82 
With this amount two hundred and forty-three churches have 
been aided with donatio is averaging $240,28 each, and fifteen 
churches have been aided by loans, the amount averaging $305 90 
to each church Twenty nine churches have been Hided with both 
loans and donations. The total number of Chinches aided 
during the past year is two hundred and eighty-seven scattered 
throughout forty differrent states and territories. 

The Louisiana Conference has received during the past year a 
loan of $600 for Union Chapel, New Orleans, and a donation has 
been promised to the La Teche District when certain conditions 
are fulfilled amounting to $650.

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MEMOIRS 

BISHOP GILBERT HAVEN. 

Gilbert Haven was born in Maiden, Mass., Sept. 19, 1821, and 
died at the place of his birth, January 3, 1880, aged 58 years, three 
months and fourteen days. tuv-h,^-*.* 
The parents of Gilbert Haven were menbers of the Methodist 
Church, which was organized in Maiden the year ot hi» birth. He 
was converted while in Wilbrahain Academy, when eighteen years 
of age. He graduated at Wesleyan University m Middletown, 
Conn in 1846. From 1846 to 1848 he was Professor of Ancient 
Languages at Amenia Seminary, and was Principal of that school 
during the three years following. In 1851 he joined the New Eng- 
land Conference, and was stationed two years each at Northamp- 
ton, Wilbraham, Westfield, Roxbury and Cambridge. In 1861 he 
took a supernumerary relation, intending to visit Europe; but the 
coming- on of the war changed his mind, and he entered the army 
as Chaplain of the Eighth Massachusetts Regiment, commanded 
bv Gen. Butler. His commission as Chaplain was dated the 18th 
of April, and was the first issued after the war began. In 1862 he 
visited Western Europe, Egypt, Palestine and Greece. On his 
return he Was appointed to a pastorate Boston, during which, 
in 1867, he was elected to the editorship ot Zwn's Herald m Bos- 
ton. In this position the genius of Gilbert Haven had full play, 
and he soon stood in the front rank of American journalists, as a 
brilliant and effective writer. He belonged to the most radical 
tvne of thinkers on all questions on which he wrote. He abhorred 
anything which savored of disloyalty to the Nation, or which 
apologized ever so little for slavery, and looked on every species ot 
caste based on difference of race or nationality as being sintul. 
As he thought, so he wrote, and week after week the editorial 
columns of Zioris Herald did yoeman service m the cause ot truth 
and righteousness. ., - „_„ , , , , 

He remained editor of Zion's Herald until 1872, when at the 
General Conference which met in Brooklyn, N. Y., he was elected 
Bishop, since which time- his name has come to be a household 
word in the Methodist world. Besides h s regular Episcopal work 
m America, Bishop Haven visited Mexico in 1873, and made the 
purchase of our church property in the Gty of Mexico He .uade 
the tour of that country by s'a?e from the capital to the Kio 
Grande. In 1876 and 1877 he visit-d Africa and presided over 
the Liberia Conference. It was during this trip he contracted the 
Africa u fever, from the effects of which he never recovered. Ihe 
poison which filled his system was new era^catedi 
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Bishop Haven was the author of several books. Among them 
u Pilgrims Wallet, or Sketches of Travel in England, France and 
Germany." "Occasional Sermons," ""Life of Father Taylor, the 
Sailors' Preacher," and " Our Next Door Neighbor, or a Winter in 
Mexico." He was a very prolific writer for the newspaper and 
periodical press. He found time to write in the midst of his 
arduous travels and labors, where very few men could have saved 
a moment for literary work. Many of his best critques on current 
topics were written on the cars or during the midnight hours after 
days of exhausting travel or work in the Conference room. 

Saturday morning, the day before his death, it became evident to all 
that he was nearing the end. His physician so told him. He said, 
"When that agony was upon me at the beginning of this illness, 
I feared that it was the grip of death,". and then he announced a 
desire to see as many of his friends as possible. Quite a large 
number called during the day, and to each he had something 
pleasant to say, and messages to absent ones. From the first of 
his illness his mincl had been perfectly clear, and was never more 
so than the last day. To one who asked whether he found Christ 
precious in this trying hour, he replied, " Yes; He whom I have 
preached and served so long will not desert me now. He is a 
whole Christ, a full Saviour. Glory to God for such a salvation !" 
To another he said, " Good night, Doctor,- when we meet again it 
will be good morning." 

The whole day was filled with, u Glory ! glory ! glory !" An hour 
before he died he fell asleep, and at the close he awoke, opened 
his eyes, and looking up, said, " There is no river here ; it is all 
beautiful," and thus he passed away. 

Like all men of genius and power Bishop Haven had hosts of 
friends and many enemies. But he had no personal enemies. 
Those who opposed his views the most vigorously were often his 
warmest personal friends. He dealt with principles and not men. 
This was one secret of his power. He never indulged in person- 
alities. 

The death of Bishop Haven will cast a shadow of grief in every 
Methodist home throughout the world. Many who criticised him 
the severest, while living, will be among the sincerest mourners 
over his death. To our Southern work Bishop Haven's death is 
little less than a calamity. While others were true to our work in 
the Southern States Bishop Haven carried it on his heart, and 
there is scarcely a town of any size in the South where there are 
not substantial evidences of his heartfelt 1 interest. In Bishop 
Haven's death our work in educating and saving the colored peo- 
ple of America has lost a mighty champion. On whom will his 
mantle fall?

Her triumph over the fear of death was complete. She said : 
" Death is only a shadow, and a shadow has no substance. Why 
should we fear it?" Her husband read to her the twenty-thud 
Psalm, in which are those precious words, " Yea, though I walk 
through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil : for 
thou art with me ; thy rod and thy staff they comfort rne." Of 
these words she said : " I have heard them preached since a child, 
and for years they have comforted me when I thought of death, 
but oh, I now know their real meaning. I am indeed comforted." 

Two weeks before her death she knew her time of departure was 
near at hand. She gave directions as to her clothing in which to 
burry her. Each article was selected by heiself, and ironed and 
folded under her direction, and laid away in the armour near her 
bed in exact order so that the first needed would be first to be 
taken. She wanted nothing black to be buried with her. As to 
her coffin and grave she said, " Papa will attend to all the rest." 
To the physician she said, " You have been kind. You have 
reached the disease but you cannot cure it. You can keep me 
here no longer." She thanked the kind friends who nursed her, 
but told them they could do no more. Of her friends she re- 
quested that they should bring flowers and cover her coffin and 
grave with them. For years it had been the custom of" the hus- 
band to give Mrs. Williams a ten dollar gold piece every Christmas 
as a present. Some of these she gave to her immediate relatives, 
and her watch to her daughter, accompanying each gift with 
words of love and counsel. To her husband she said, " Papa, you 
have loved me for thirty-one years, and you have clone everything 
in your power to make me happy. I want you to know I appre- 
ciate it all." During her illness, when her husband would have 
appointments out of the city on his district, and would hesitate to 
go, she would always say, " Co, the Master's work must be done, 
and he will care for me." 

Just before she passed away she called for "papa and daughter," 
and held up her two fingers and indicated that she wanted them 
alone. She then pledged them to meet her in heaven, and folded 
her arms across her breast and fell asleep in death, without a sigh 
or struggle. So peacefully did she go that if the husband and 
daughter had not been watching, they would not have known but 
that she slept. 

The funeral services were held in Clinton Street Church, and a 
large concourse of people were present. Nearly a score of minis- 
ters of our own ancFother churches were present, and as many as 
could, both at the church and grave, took part in the sendees, 
under the direction of her pastor, Kev. Henry Green.

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Her social qualities were of a high order. , The young people 
gathered around her lovingly wherever her lot was cast. Her self- 
denying labor among the colored people at La Teohe for the last 
three years, is deserving of special mention. During this time 
she performed missionary work in introducing Christian influence 
in the homes of the freedmen, conferring with the mothers and 
daughters, in accord with her missionary sisters of the church in 
New Orleans. She will be gratefully remembered for the work 
she performed in the common school and Sunday-school for the 
elevation of the freedmen. 

For some months preceding her death she seemed specially 
hopeful and happy, and when attacked bv the disease which sub- 
sequently proved fatal, she frequently remarked that it would be 
her last illness. She expressed a desire to live longer on account 
of her family, but said that if it was the will of the Lord she was 
resigned to it, Her last testimony was: "I am not afraid to die. 
No! No!" 

Possessing the complete affection of those nearest and chau st, 
satisfied with her Christian lifr-work, Sister Laura A. Matlock 
passed away in triumph to be received iu the fold of the Savior 
above. 

PETER BEOWK 

Peter Brown was born in Not folk, Ya., in 1821. He was a slave 
until treed by the war. His first master was a minister who taught 
his slave to sing psalms and he read the scriptures to him daily. 
Peter was converted when sixteen years old and joined the M. E. 
Church and at once became a uselul member. He was sold to a 
negro tracer and brought fo Louisiana and sold to Dr. Lewis 
Perkins, who took him to his place near Clinton, wh^re the war 
found him and freed him. He was instrumental in having many 
fellou servants converted. He has for s-veral years been a f i h ul 
ministe in the Louisiana Confernence, and died in the full triumphs
